3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In light of Applicants 
arguments in the Appeal Brief filed on 06/14/2004, in combination with the claimed limitations 
reciting means plus function, it appears that the prior art of record fails to teach or render 
obvious, a tube for implantation into the eye for replacement conduction of aqueous humor from 
the chambers of the eyeball to the subconjunctival tissue and ultimately the venous system, 
comprising, inter alia, the combination of an elongated fluid conducting conduit having a 
sidewall, an interior passageway and at least one longitudinally extending opening in the 
sidewall that exposes the interior passageway, and at least one nidi-forming means comprising, 
inter alia, structural elements 32(a), 38, 132(a), and 138 serving the function of forming a focal 
point, nest, or nidus, carried by the conduit and extending laterally therefrom, for implementing 
the formation of at least one aqueous filtration bleb in the tissue of the eyeball.
